The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 16, line 2, delete "bubble" and replace with - push ~. 

In claim 16, line 3, insert - and bubble said waste silane gas into said water-filled 
chamber - after "chamber". 

Cancel claim 26. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 16 
requires that the waste silane gas enters the water filled chamber under the water 
because it is recited in the claim that the gas is bubbled into said chamber. Bubbles of 
the waste silane gas can only form when the gas is pushed under the water. See 
applicant's remarks on pg. 7, lines 3-5 of the response filed December 13, 2004
